I met with Ms. Jackson in her Department on Friday, 
July 1, 1988. The discussion was open and impulsive with 
uncertain and needed information (informal) which included 
the following excerpts of discussion. 


Ms. Jackson indicated she had submitted materials to 
Derek Winans prior to the last meeting which provided 
information as to an application for USCM GRANT For 
COmmunity AILS Education by the US Conference of Mayors, and 
letter of introduction from the National Gay Rights 
Advocates on AIDS Civil Rights Project. 


We began to discuss our local area and on going 
projects and organizations with which we should touch base 
for information and areas of assistance.

Ms. Jackson stated that the State Department of Health 
is in the process of providing - Medical Tay Care Frogram 
for mainly Outpatient Care with Community Treatment Center 
which are forthcoming. 


Ms. Jackson provided me with a listing of Agencies, 
est Centers, and Organizations which are currently funded 
and staffed to assist AIDS & Drug patients in Northern N.J. 
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Also review the brochure in FADD which is a special 
program for people with AIT and the pharmaceiutica 
Assistance program available. 


The State Llepartment of Health have Referral Beds For 
Homeless AIDS patients in Northern N.J. with approximately 
30 beds available. However you must refer these patients to 
the State Department of Health which is controlled by 
Ms. Jackson’s office. 


There are Nursing Home Beds Available in Northern 
Jersery. 


Home Care provided by North Jersey Dest of Health. 


Social Security Benefits are available to Disabied AIDS 
patients.
